For the first couple of years, my 
old friends in the newspaper business 
were confident.

SHOULDER CHOPS OR STEAKS

How it works 


1. In still air a leaf will fall to the ground. In a gale, heavy sheets 
of roofing may “‘fly through the air.’’ A glider and its 
pilot, heavier than air, must create a ‘wind’ to get off the ground, 


and can only remain airborne whilst in air that is rising from the 
earth at the same rate or a greater rate than the glider is descend- 
ing towards it. A glider is always falling towards earth. it stays 
up because it is in rising currents of air. 

_ Qur first picture shows a typical glider flight. The glider is 
either towed into wind by a car, launched by a catapult or, as in 
the illustration, gains speed through the air by being launched 
downhill, 

When @ strong enough “‘artificial wind’ has been reached for 
the leaf-like machine to rise off the ground the pilot uses the 
initial ability to fly by rising as high as possible. 

Having gained height he turns into the same direction as the 
natural wind is blowing so that he is now travelling forward over 
the ground like the blown leaf. Of course, being heavier than air, 
he is all the time sinking and must find currents of rising air. He 
finds such conditions under clouds, the best of which are cumu- 
lous clouds. Here, although himself descending through the rising 
air, he may acutally get higher and higher above the ground. 
2&3, The initial flight is caused by “lift”. The leaf is lifted by 
the air blowing under it. The glider wings have a similar large 
surface and, as the machine travels forward, the air it meets is 
compressed under the wings so that they are lifted. This is a 
simple explanation of how a machine, made to weigh as little as 
possible, and having large wing areas, is able to get off the 
ground and stay in the air. But to control the machine the pilot 
must be able to change its attitude and direction in the air. He 
does this by changing the surface shape of his ‘giant leaf’. 
4&5. These pictures show the surfaces of his machine over 
which the pilot has control, and how they work. 

At the back of each wing there is an adjustable surface known 
as the aileron. By altering the positions of the ailerons, depres 
sing one and lifting the other, the pilot can make one wing lift 
more than the other. This will cause his machine to “bank’’ and 
begin to turn. 

At the tail of his machine he has a nuidder, similar to that on 
@ boat, which will also cause him to turn, The tail unit also has 
two small. wings, @ large area of which, called the elevators, can 
be depressed or lifted, causing the machine to dive or climb. 

6. These controls, however, only work in the manner described 
if the machine is in straight and level flight. If the glider banks 
steeply, as it is shown doing in our final picture, then the rudder 
will act as an elevator and lift or depress the nose of the machine, 
whilst the elevators will act like twin rudders and turn the nose. 

The function of all the moveable surfaces varies with every 
different attitude of the glider and the skill of the pilot lies in 
using the controls in the rightway to control his machine what 
ever its attitude in. the air, Only by so doing can he find air con 
ditions which will keeg him and his machine flying. 
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Farm cash 
_ Income at 
~ new high 


During the first half of 1963, 
farm cash income set a new record 
totalling $1,449.7 million accord- 
ing to the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. This was 5.8 percent or 
$80.1 million above the previous 
record for the same period, which 
was set in 1962. 


The most important contribu- 
tions to the increase were higher 
receipts from the sale of wheat, 
coarse grains, potatoes, poultry, 
and cattle and calves. In the case 
of wheat and coarse grain receipts 
in Western Canada, they repre- 
sented only the cash income re- 
ceived at the time of delivery. 

All provinces shared in. the in- 
crease in farm income except Al- 


the first six months in 1962. There 
were increases of one percent in 
B.C.:; five to seven percent in On- 
tario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, and 
Saskatchewan; 11 to 12 percent 
in New Brunswick and P.E.L; and 
23 percent in Manitoba, _ 

Total income from the sale of 
livestock and livestock products 
was estimated at $871.6 million 
in the January-June 1963 period. 
This was ane percent or about 
$10.0 million above ‘the corres- 
ponding 1962 level, and comprised 
approximately 60 percent of the 
total cash income this year. With 
the exception of hogs, all live- 
stock and products “showed in- 
creases in income.

Low income and small farmers 
of Eastern Canada borrow propor- 
tionately more from finance com- 
panies than do bigger farm opera- 
tors. Yet generally they are least 
able to pay the higher rates of 
interest, charged by finance com- 
panies, 

This is the inference drawn from 
a survey of a number of low in- 
come farmers recently conducted

Rotating spits in stoves and garden barbecues have spurred 


both professional and amateur cooks to try new flavors and liquids 


for basting poultry, 
For a crspy deliciously browned 4nd flavorful turkey try the 
basting trick suggested by the Poultry Products Institute designed 


_ orginally for use on the outdoor barbecue. It does equally well on 


poultry roasted in the oven. When the turkey is ready for the 
oven be sure the skin is dry and then rub a light powdering of dry 
mustard over the entire surface. Next, brush turkey liberally all 


over with the following sauce. Since the amount of basting. moisture 


will vary with the size of turkey, the following proportions will

OVEN FRIED TURKEY—A TREAT ANYTIME 


The popularity of ae small turkeys is firmly established but 
many people have never tried them served any way but roasted, 
The Poultry Institute suggests a departure from the traditional 
way of serving turkey for those who would like something a little 
different in the form of Oven Fried Turkey. This may sound like 
a contradiction of terms but the disjointed bird is first fried to a 
light golden brown and then finished in the oven. Allow approxt- 
mately 1 pound per serving and use turkeys under 8 pounds.

Singe turkey if necessary and avipe inside and out with clean 
damp cloth. Dry thoroughly. Cut into serving pieces. First remove 
wings and legs at shoulder and hip joints, Divide again at remain- 
ing joints, Cut turkey up each side through ribs from hip to 
shoulder socket, This separates back from front. Divide breast sec- 
tion into two or three portions and the back in the same number, 
Cut neck into two pieces. Giblets may be cooked with the rest of 
turkey or simmered in salted water with onion.and celery until 
tender, then drained, chopped and made into sandwich filling with 
mayonnaise, celery, ete, 

Combine flour, salt, pepper, paprika and oregano in paper bag. 
Shake turkey pieces in flour mixture, one or two at a time depend- 
ing upon size, until alt are evenly coated, Lightly brown slowly in 
shallow layer of hot fat 144 to 1 inch deep, This will take about 
20 minutes, Deep fat frying will speed up the browning if a quicker 
method is preferred. 

Arrange browned turkey pieces, skin side down, in single 
layer in shallow roasting pan. Combine warm milk and melted hut- 
ter and drizzle some over the turkey. Bake in moderately slow 
oven, 325 deg. F. until fork tend, about 144 to 2 hours, Drizzle 
turkey with milk mixture once or twice during baking and turn 
turkey once to ensure even browning and crisping. 

Meatier portions may be divided further if desired with the 
aid of a sharp carving knife when turkey is served. Yields 6 to 
8 servings. 


BREAD CRUMBS—THE PERFECT DRESSING 


Some cooks like to make the turkey stuffing from cubed bread, 
others prefer crumbs, Actually, the secret of making a moist but 
fluffy dressing is in the bread. Too often very dry bread is used 
and liquid has to be added and if, too much is used, the result is 
a soggy mass that is not appetizing. 

The ideal crumbs for dressing, according to many expert 
cooks, come from bread stale enough to yeild crumbs that are 
fine but still fluffy, not “cracker crumb” dry. Homemade bread two 
or three days old will produce this fluffy type of crumb as will 
baker's bread four or five days old, The bread should crumb easily 
without piling into doughy balls, 

The quick way of crumbling bread of this type according to 
the Poultry Products Institute is to remove crusts from bread and 
place about a third of the loaf in a large clean tea towel. Gather 
up the towel in/one hand to form a bag around the bread and r 
the bread between the fingers as if removing spots from the towel. 

A loaf of bread can be crumbed easily and quickly in this way. 
A pound of and a half loaf of bread can be crumbed easily and 
quickly in this way. A pound and a half loaf of bread will make 
about 8 cups of crumbs. Ample melted butter, some chopped onion, 
chopped celery leaves, salt, pepper and poultry seasoning will make 
a delicious old+fashioned fluffy dressing just the right flavor to 
enhance the golden brown ‘turkey for that special dinner, Fill turkey 
but don’t pack the dressing In. Leave room for expansion and 
steaming. ; s 


BASTING MIXTURE FOR TURKEY 


4. cup melted butter sauce 
% cup soya«sauce dry mustard (1 tblispn, 
1 thispn. Worcestershire more or less as required) 


Mix the butter, soya and Worchestershire sauces in a small pan 
and heat to blend thoroughly. Brush mixture evenly over surface 
of turkey after dry mustard has been rubbed in, Place turkey in 
shallow pan on a rack and cover with loose tent of aluminum foil, 
tucked in at sides but left open at ends. Roast as usual in moder 
ately alow oven, 325 deg. F. Brush with additional basting sauce 
at end of an hour. Remove foil for final hour of roasting and brush 
again with sauce, During this final period bird may be basted 
oftener if desired, or if it shows signs of drying. If roasting bird 
on revolving spit in stove, baste 3 or 4 times during cooking 
period, 


A SWEET GLAZE FOR THE TURKEY 


For a sweet touch and attractive glaze for the Thanksgiving 
turkey try basting during the final fifteen minutes of cooking with 
a mixture of % cup of red currant, cranberry or apple jelly and 
2 to 3 tablespoons prepared mustard, The turkey should take on 
a glossy brown and the skin flavor is deliciously different. To pre- 
pare the glaze beat the ‘jelly and mustard together over hot water 
until smoothly blended.

Turkey liver and egg sandwich filling 


1 thlspn, finely chopped onion salt-and pepper

1 hard-cooked egg, peeled , dreasing

Mix to desired consistency with salad dresa- 
ing and season to taste with salt, pepper and garlic powder, Spread 
between slices of buttered bread or on sliced buns, Yields about 
1» cup filling, enough for 2 to 4 sandwiches, depending. upon size 
of bread slices

Replaces piston driven Harvard

A new era in pilot training will 
become a reality when the RCAF 
officially accepts the first of ap- 
proximatey 190 Canadair - built 
CT-114 jet trainers, 

Known-as the “Tutor”, the air- 
eraft will replace the piston en- 
gined Harvard trainer that has 
been in service in the RCAF. for 
more than 20 years. 


ALL JET TRAINING 

The introduction of the Tutor 
jet as a basic training aircraft will 
énable the RCAF to provide all- 
jet training for pilots in the early 
phase of their flying career. 


This will enable pilots to he in- 
troduced to high speed and high 
altitude’ flights at the earliest 
possible stage of their flying 
training, 

The greatest majority of pilots 
trained by the RCAF are now 
slated for duty either with the 
RCAF’s Air Division in Europe 
where the supersonic CF-104 Star- 
fighter is iifequadron service, or 
with the air defence forces in Can~- 
ada flying the CF-101 Voodoos. 

The new trainer will not only 
introduce the pilot to the aspects 
of high altitude, high speed flight

PRESSURIZED 

The aircraft is pressurized, 
has an altitude capability of 
44,000 feet, and features a speed 
range from 65 knots to more 

than 400 knots, The aircraft has 
been evaluated by the air force 
and considered one of the most 
acceptable for basic pilot train- 
ing in the western world. 

The instrumentation and per- 
formance characteristic of the 
Tutor will greatly facilitate the 
transition to operational aircraft 
and will enable the RCAF to train 
more efficiently the skilled pilots 
required to fly modern high per- 
formance aircraft. 

The first two Tutor aircraft to 
come of the assembly line at Can- 
adair are scheduled to be assigned 
to the RCAF’s Central’ Experi- 
mental and ProVing Establishment 
for climatic trials, electronic 
equipment evaluation and perfor- 
mance and handling trials, 

Next spring the trainers will be 
delivered to the RCAF"’s, Training 
Command where operational and 
maintenance work schedules will 
be formulated and other adjust- 
ments made prior to the start of 
student training’-on the new air- 
craft, This is expected to get under 
way early in 1965, 

Students will undertake the full 
syllabus of pilot training to wings 
standard using the Tutor as a 
basic trainer, In some cases run- 
way and other construction re- 
quired to support the new aircraft, 
is already under way. 

Meanwhile, until the Tutor 
comes into operational service in 
Training Command, the propeller 
driven Harvard will continue to be 
used for pilot training.

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WHY EAT FISH 


value in fish and shellfish. If 

these foods have not figured 

in your diet of late, 
now is a good time to check 
up on your knowledge of them. 

Here are some food facts worthy 

of note, supplied by the Depart- 

ment of Fisheries of Canada. 

1. All fish are an excellent 
source of complete, high- 
quality protein necessary for 
growth and repair of body 
tissues and for life itself. 

2. Fish protein is just as com- 
plete and digestible as beef, 
for example. Furthermore, 
weight for weight, fish con- 
tains more protein than beef 
and it may be available at a 
cheaper price. 

$. Fish protein is easily di- 
gested and assimilated by, 
all age groups. Because fish 
contains no tough connec- 
tive tissue, children and old 
people find it easy to chew. 

4. Generally Speaking, fish and 
whellfish are low in fat and 
low. in calories. However, 
common sense tells us that 
no low-calorie protein of food 
rernains so if cooked in much 
fat or smothered with a rich 
sauce,

6. The fat of fish is easily di- 
gested and is of a type des- 
cribed as “polyunsaturated”. 
If a diet low in saturated 
(hard) fats is prescribed, 
fish is an especially good pro- 
tein food to choose. 

6. Fish is a good dietary source 
of the minerals iodine, cop- 
per, fluorine and phosphorus. 
And, if the heat-softered 
bones of canned fish, such as 
salmon and sardines, are 
eaten, they are an excellent 

. source of calcium. 

7. Both marine and freshwater 
fish are low in sodium and 
if. prepared without the ad- — 
dition of salt are useful in 
low-sodium diets. 

8. Fish contain some vitamins, - 
especially those of the B- 
complex group. Fish livers 
and fish liver oils are an 
abundant source of vitamins 
A and D, 

With our present knowledge 
of its nutritional benefits, many 
nutritionists feel that fish, in- 
stead of heing the once-a-week 
food that it is in many homes, 
should be the main protein food 
of a meal at least three times 
a week,

NFAIRLY, the name of John Henry Hopkins, Jr. 
often has béen omitted (as it is above) from print- 
ings of what is regarded by many as the’most suc- 
cessful of modern carols, For he was both the lyric- 

ist and composer of “We Three Kings of Orient Are.” Almost 
all of the other world’s. popular carols have been collabora- 
tions or adaptations, 

Rev. Hopkins could be said to have inherited his calling and 
talents. John Henry Hopkins, Sr., an Irish immigrant to the 
U.S.A., was a Pittsburgh lawyer, architect, poet, composer 
and water-colorist when he felt a call to the ministry. Ordained 
at 31, he established seven new churches in Pennsylvania 
within a decade; was made Episcopal Bishop of Vermont at 
41, and eventually was his denomination’s Presiding Bishop 
in the U.S.A. His five sons won distinction in the church, 
commerce, journalism, education, medicine. 

_John H. Jr., who followed his father into the ministry when 
20. also devoted talents as poet and composer to the Faith, 
Two volumes of his carols, hymns, poems were published, 

“We Three Kings of Orient Are,” originally written for a 
Christmas observance in Williamsport, Penn., in 1857, sprang 
into popularity interdenominationally in the U.S.A, with its 
publication in musical form in 1863, and was adopted inter- 
nationally in the next quarter century. 


The stanzas were written for dramatic presentation, The 
three monarchs, Melchior, Kaspar and Balthasar, together 
sing the first stanza account of following the star, Next each
